H. J. Doom, 
of Lyon county, and former Sheriff 
Broa-dbenf, of Trigg, who adhere (o 
the cause of Henry Lawrence, of 
Cadiz, and therefore look with 
friendly eye on the candidacy of Mr 
McCreary, ke>pt themselves well hid 
during the morning, although ihev 
were in Murray, as was Mr. l.aw- 
rence. 

Titey desired no early convention. 
Mr. Chrisman did 

However. Mr. rhri&inan'a efficient 
runners located Messrs. Doom and 
Broa lbcnt In the hotel lobby Just be- 
fore train time, and rushing In upon 
them, Mr. Chrisman, rapped for or- 
der, declared Ihe committee in ses- 
sion and a quorum present. He then 
announced that under a previous 
ruling of District Chairman W. A.

Lyon, Liv- 
ingston and Trigg, to choose dele- 
gates to a district convention at 
Kddy ville November 17.

A SUCCESSKl'L EXPERIMENT. 

Oiling the streets was an s9E#*f - 
ment In Paducah this summer, and 
as the season Is drawing to a close 
we are able to pass Judgment on the 
plan. We are thoroughly convinced 
that the preparation of oil and as- 
phaltum la a decided succesa in 
keeping down duat and preserving a 
solid road bed Not only Is the 
crown of the streets preserved from 
disintegration and the discomforts 
of dust laden air obviated, but It Is 
probable that the oiling has oper- 
ated as a check on germ diseases, 
though that result can be only nega- 
tively predicated on the theory that 
dry particles floating in the air are 
densely populated with bacteria. 

gome of the streets, It la true, 
are now becoming duBty. but the 
condition of Fountain avenue be- 
tween Broadway and Jefferson street, 
for Instance, shows that where the 
oil la properly applied It will last a 
full season. Borne places, perhaps, 
the foundation was not quite prop- 
erly prepared; In others the oil was 
not applied thickly enough. There 
Is no eronomy in applying too little 
All this was an experiment, and the 
lessons learned will benefit us In 
the future, since, no doubt, the oil- 
ing of streets will be adopted as a 
fixed policy by the city, and next 
year more money should be appro- 
priated and the oil applied to more

Chicago. Sept. 20. — Wheat was 
dull and weak during the early par, 
of last week, but picked up a littlB 
later when t became e\ldent that 
buyers had begun to take hold of 
the grain. Then, too. the Armour 
Grain company, which firm had been 
pounding wheat steadily, ceased to 
■be an aggresslie factor on the wil- 
ing side late in the week, and this 
helped things along considerably. It 
«a» the general belief among trud- 
er» in the wheat pit late III the 
week that A. J. Lichstern. who ha* 
I.e. n the big bear In the market, 
had Jumped to the other aide. 
Whether he will start a bull cam- 
paign in wheat remains to be seen. 
At any rate, the big trader evi- 
dently believed that !t was time to 
get out of his short wheat. 

l.ichstern's broker* and commis- 
sion house* had been buying wheat 
steadily all day Thursday, and their 
aggregate purchases were not less 
than 3.000.000 bushels and might 
have been more. It was the belief 
also that the same principal had 
been a quiet buyer for several days 
previously, his purchases being de- 
liberate and to take profit* on short 
wheat Much speculation was ln- 
lulged In as to the effect of those 
purchase* on the market. I'nleas 
further support Is forthcoming It I* 
possible that the market ia now in a 
weaker position than before, aa the 
hedging sales have not been covered, 
and l.lchstcrn's place on the short 
side, while distributed among ninny 
shorts, nevertbelesa Includes many- 
strong people who are not likely 
to be lightly Influenced. Smaller 
shorts will be governed to some ex- 
tent by the action of the outside 
markets. The leadership among 
these will probably be taken by the 
Northw eatern, which la largely 
bullish. 

I iii'o|m'H|i Interest Itekinillft. 

Another help to the bulls was the 
apparent rekindling of European In- 
terest In American wheat. A Haiti- 
more message, which read. "Our ex- 
porters grab everything offered anil 
have worked our cash wheat up over 
Chicago December." had consider- 
able effect on the wheat market 
here, but did not Influence cash 
handlers and lo, al exporters. The 
latter had offered wheat al 1 cent 
above Chicago. September f. o. b. 
here, and it T>^ cent* under Chi- 
cago May c i. f. Buffalo, to Balti- 
more the night before the receipt of 
this message, and had been unable 
to get any response. All of the local 
cash men agree that there Is no pos- 
sibility of export sales from Chicago 
at the preset* level of price*. 

The foreign situation is of much 
Immediate significance. I-arge ex- 
port aales must be made at ati* • 
and continuously in order to clean 
out the big stock here before the 
close of lake navigation three 
months hence There I* little pros- 
pect of this at the present rate of 
sales. In fact, practically all the 
wheat received here since harvest, 
except the "bargain-sale" lot from 
the ill-timed July deal, is still In 
warehouse here. From a feeling of 
anxiety lest they might not be able 
lo till their warehouse*, the elevator 
proprietors are now worrying over 
how to make room to care for fur- 
ther dally grain arrivals. 

Receipt* in the northwest are run- 
ning light, being but half of those 
of a yeaT ago. Nevertheless sup- 
plies there show a very big Increase 
because of the comparatively poor 
outlet. Stocka at Minneapolis In- 
reased over 1,000,000 bushels for 
the week. 

Hold Important 0 onfereiice. 
An Important conference of the 
spring wheat mills of the northwest 
was held behind closed doors Thurs- 
Jajr of last week. There were 26 
mntry mills represented. The propo- 
sition up for consideration was the 
losing down of the mills pending 
readjustment to a more legitimate 
basis. At present prices of spring 
wheat the spring-wheat millers are 
entirely unable to compete with the 
winter-wheat millers. While there 
was no general agreement reached 
it the meeting. It Is expected that 
y next week many of the spring- 
wheat mills will be closed down. 

Trade with winter-wheat mills 
and with spring-wheat mills located 
In the east Is in marked contrast 
with the business current among 
spring-wheat millers. The wlnter- 
wbeat men are doing a big businesa. 
Thua far nearly all of them have 
been running on the wheat bought 
In their own locality since harvest. 
A few of them, however, have re- 
duced their atocks sufficiently to in- 
duce them to do a little shopping 
around among the large centers of 
^•cumulation. R Is not expected 
that the shipping sales from Chi- 
cago to Interior millers will be very 
large during the remainder of the 
calendar year. In that time, how- 
ever. It is expected that mill ware- 
house stocks will be reduced low 
enough lo get the miller Into the 
market for cash wheat at the big 
Chicago Included.
